Fewer homes in 
city masterplan 


FEARS that Ely could be 
“swamped” by 5,000 more 
homes have been abated. 

Planning chiefs have announ¬ 
ced the city’s much-awaited 
masterplan will focus on bringing 
just 3,000 homes to Ely. 

East Cambridgeshire District Council 
has looking at incorporating between 
3,000 and 5,000 new houses into the 
ambitious scheme - a move which 
infuriated residents, who said too many

homes would ruin Ely’s charm and drain 
services and amenities. 

News that the council’s Ely Masterplan 
Vision Working Party is now looking at 
reducing the overall number of houses 
has been widely applauded. 

The mayor of Ely, Cllr Richard Hobbs, 
praised the district council for making 
what he described as a “wise decision”. 

He said: “Ely has taken growth for 


several years now and I think there is only 
so much growth we can take before it is 
no longer sustainable. 

“To opt for 3,000 homes over 5,000 
homes is a much more sustainable idea 
and if I was still on the masterplan 
committee I would agree with this. 

“It is all about balance. Obviously, cities 
need to grow over the next few decades to 
keep things moving, but we do want to 
maintain our services and not drain them. 

“I think 5,000 homes would certainly 
put pressure on Ely and change it from 
the quirky market city it is into something 


very different.” 

Philip Eden, chairman of the Ely 
Perspective, also welcomed the news. He 
said: “A lot of people have been very 
worried about the proposals to bring up 
to 5,000 new homes to Ely over the years, 
so I think this is good news for everyone. 

“The last thing we want to do is swamp 
the place and cram too many homes on 
available land. 

“I think the working party has showed it 
is listening to people and that it is taking 
the most sensible way forward.”

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Assault man’s 
pay out to wife 


A DRUNKEN husband has 
been ordered to pay comp¬ 
ensation to his ex-wife after 
repeatedly punching her in 
the face. 

David Powell must also comp¬ 
lete 150 hours of unpaid work after 
the booze-fuelled fracas with Amy 
Powell on June 6.

Laura Mardell, prosecuting, 
said: “He was drunk and he and 
his wife went up to the bedroom, 
which is where the argument 
broke out.

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“He punched Amy in the left 
hand side of her head, which 
caused her to jump up out of bed. 

“Mr Powell then punched her in 
the face two more times.” 

The couple then went down¬ 
stairs, where Mrs Powell’s friends 
were sleeping. Powell grabbed her 
by the arms and punched her in 
the face again, before grabbing her 
car keys and going outside. 

Miss Mardell added: “When Mrs 
Powell went outside, she saw that 
her car window had been smash¬ 
ed.” 

Powell, of York Road, Sutton, 
pleaded guilty to two counts of 


assault by beating and criminal 
damage at Ely Magistrates’ Court 
last week. 

But Adam Haselhurst, miti¬ 
gating, said Powell became angry 
after finding texts from another 
man on his wife’s phone. 

He told the bench: “He then 
read her phone and found texts 
from a man, which is when the 
argument broke out. 

“She scratched him and hit him, 
which is when he retaliated.” 

Hamish Ross, presiding mag¬ 
istrate, ordered Powell to complete 
150 hours of unpaid work in the 
local community for the attack. 

He was also made to pay £50 
compensation to his wife, £60 
compensation in insurance excess 
and £60 court costs.

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Parents who locked 
up son spared prison

A COUPLE who locked their 
teenage son in his room at 
night and deprived him of 
food have been spared jail. 

The cruelty went on for almost 
two years despite the involvement 
of social services, Cambridge 
Crown Court heard. 

It involved the family of a father 
in his 40s and a mother in her 30s 
living in Chatteris with a large 
number of children, some their own 
and some born to the father by 
another woman. 

Sara Walker, prosecuting, said 
police became involved in January 
2008, when they were called to 
reports the boy, then 16, had been 
injured. 

The victim told officers that for 
more than two years, he had been 
locked in his bedroom as a punish¬ 
ment for stealing money and taking 
extra food. 

Miss Walker said: “He said he had 
difficulty getting out, even if he 
wanted to use the toilet. He said he 
had been given bed pants by his 
parents, so if he had problems 
during the night he could use 
them.” 

One of the victim’s sisters said her 
brother was often not let out until 
he was “shouting and screaming” 
and said he was sometimes given 
little or nothing to eat when the rest 
of the family enjoyed a meal. 

The boy now lives with his birth 
mother. 

The pair each admitted one 
count of cruelty to a child, com¬ 
mitted between January 2006 and 
November 2007. 

Guy Ayres, mitigating, said the 
pair recognised their punishments 
had gone too far, but had found 
themselves in a situation where 
they did not know how to control 
their son. 

The pair told police a key was left 
in the bedroom door so two sisters 
could let the boy out and said 
pyjama pants had been provided 
because the boy wet the bed. They 
disputed how often the boy had 
been locked in his room. 

Judge Jonathan Haworth said the 
couple had adopted a discipline 
method which was wrong, and 
which could have been risky in an 
emergency. 

But after hearing the pair were 
said to be doing a good job of bring¬ 
ing up their other children, Judge 
Haworth imposed J2-month 
community orders, including 200 
hours of unpaid work each.

Saint retraces her historic steps 


SLITHERY creatures helped bring 
Ely’s annual historic event to life 
at the weekend. 

Hundreds of people flocked to 
the city on Saturday for the 
traditional Etheldreda 
procession, organised by Ely 
Cathedral staff. 

Visitors stepped back in time 
as the saint, who founded the city 
in the 7th century, arrived by boat 
before walking up through Cherry 
Hill and into the cathedral and 


the shrine of St Etheldreda. 

Local actors and musicians 
also performed, ensuring 
residents could experience her 
story in drama and music, 
hearing and seeing the miracles 
which happened on her journey. 

Some revellers even donned 
appropriate medieval clothes for 
the event, which was attended by 
the city’s mayor, Bishop and town 
crier. 

Canon Missioner Alan 



Hargrave, said: “Had it not been 
for St Etheldreda founding her 
monastery here in 673, Ely would 
probably have remained a 
fenland village. 

“But instead, it is a historic 
city with a magnificent cathedral 
of world renown. 

“Etheldreda died on 23 June 
679, but her legacy lives on.” 

When the procession ended at 
the cathedral, visitors were 
treated to another centuries-old 
tradition. 

Local fisherman Peter Carter 
handed over a bucket of eels to 
the Bishop of Ely, Anthony 
Russell, after punting to the city. 

Hundreds of years ago, 
villagers would pay taxes by 
punting to the cathedral to 
present eels to the bishop. 

Mr Carter, the last traditional 
eel catcher in the Fens, decided 
to revive the medieval custom to 
help celebrate the 900th 
anniversary of the building of the 
cathedral. 

Six live eels caught in 
traditional willow traps were 
presented, after he travelled from 
Upwell to Ely along the river for 
four days.

The news comes just months after the 
masterplan vision working party was 
accused of ignoring people’s views when 
drawing up the plans. 

The Ely Masterplan aims to shape the 
city’s future growth over the next two 
decades. 

Cllr Fred Brown, leader of East 
Cambridgeshire District Council, said the 
local community could breathe a sigh of 
relief. 

He said: “There has been a lot of 
scaremongering floating around when it 
came to how many houses we were looking 
at.

called to the incident.”

Farm wished to comment on 
the death.

PEOPLE are being re¬ 
minded they could be 
locked up for five years if 
they are caught fly-tipping 
in the region.

Court sinks 
stolen cabin 
cruiser case 


A MAN found using a councill¬ 
or’s much-loved stolen cabin 
cruiser has walked free from 
court. 

Sam Coleby was spotted steering Cllr 
Bill Hunt’s boat along the river towards 
Ely just days after it had been stolen. 

But the 20-year-old insisted he was 
offered the use of Lady Jennifer for a 
fishing trip by a man he refused to 
name. 

Ely magistrates found him not guilty 
of possessing criminal property 

The court heard that Mr Hunt, a 
member of East Cambridgeshire Dist¬ 
rict Council and Cambridgeshire 
County Council, treasured the cabin 
cruiser, which is moored at Ely Wat¬ 
erside. 

Yetunde Fawehinmi, prosecuting, 
said the boat was in its usual good 
condition when the councillor checked 
it on September 3 last year. But eight 
days later, Mr Coleby was seen steering 
the boat, which had been painted black, 
in broad daylight near Queen Adelaide 
Bridge. 

Giving evidence, Pc Barry Taylor 
said: “The police helicopter had to be 
called out to the scene.

“I and another officer saw the young 
man on the boat - he was wearing a

Mr Coleby, of Victoria Street, event¬ 
ually turned the boat around, moored it 
and waded through a ditch to be 
arrested by the officers. 

He told the magistrates: “I did hear 
the police shouting and then saw the 
helicopter above me, so I panicked. But 
I did not know what was wrong because 
I did not know it had been stolen. 

“I had been given permission from a 
man to go and use the boat for fishing.” 

After a three-hour trial, magistrates 
found Mr Coleby not guilty 

Dr Christine Shaw, presiding mag¬ 
istrate, said: “We do not think it is 
plausible that he would have taken to 
boat in the middle of the day if he 
suspected it had been stolen.”

“There is not much I can 
say really. I am sorry.” 

Marisa Johnson, presiding 
magistrate, banned Dutchyn 
for five years and also placed 
him on 12 months’ super¬ 
vision.

Going for a record 


BRIDGE the Gap - the premier 
charity walk in Cambridge - is 
back.

Now in its eighth year, the aim is to 
surpass last year’s record total of £42,500 
and the money will benefit two good 
causes - the Arthur Rank Hospice in 
Cambridge and Press Relief, the 
community fund run by our sister paper, 
the Cambridge News. 


The launch was held at the St 
Andrew’s Street branch of the 
Cambridge Building Society (CBS), the 
walk’s headline sponsor. 

Lucy Day, fundraiser for Arthur Rank, 
said it needed to raise just over 2p every 
minute to generate the £1.2 million to 
meet its commitments and deliver “life- 
changing” care. 

Andy Gough, chairman of Press Relief, 
thanked CBS and two regular supp¬ 
orters, Cambridge University and 
Cambridge University Press. 

He said: “Press Relief was founded 
eight years ago. In the time we’ve been 
running we have raised more than 
£400,000. 

“The walk was designed to be the 
chief source of fundraising and it is a fun 
family event. We joined forces in the first 
year with Arthur Rank and it was a huge 
success. And it’s been a huge success 
every year.” 

This year’s walk winds its way though 
Lucy Cavendish College, St John’s 
College, Clare College, Darwin College, 
St Catharine’s College, Pembroke 
College, Emmanuel College, Christ’s 
College and Jesus College. 

One new attraction is the Pitt 
Building, in Trumpington Street, which 
will host a community art exhibition.

Homes may be 
carbon-neutral 


AN eco-friendly housing 
development near Ely could 
save as much greenhouse 
gas as taking 95,000 cars off 
the road every year. 

The new scheme at Sutton would 
see the 450-home model village 
heated and plumbed for hot water 
using waste heat from a nearby 
power station. 

BNB Developments is behind the 
project, which would be built 
alongside the high-tech Elean Data 
Campus at the old Mepal Airfield 
site. 

If the plans are approved, the 
houses would take in waste heat 
from the campus’ power station to 
provide carbon-neutral heating and 
hot water. 

And the amount of carbon saved 
in the process would be equal to

taking 95,000 cars off the road every 
year, according to research by Dr 
lan Bitterlin at the Uptime Institute. 

Alex Arthur, of BNB Develop¬ 
ments, said: “We have not 
submitted plans for the model 
village yet and have not set a date 
for when we will as we still have lots 
of ideas going on. 

“But the Elean Data Centre and 
the village will create a new model 
for sustainable working and living, 
providing a positive response to 
climate change. 

“In financial terms, both the data 
centre and the village offer real 
savings for business and for 
residents.” 

A village square, cricket pitch, 
church and community centre are 


among ideas put forward for the 
new village, in which there could 
also be three acres of allotments for 
people to grow their own 
vegetables. 

Developers also want all 450 
houses to be connected to the 
community centre through high¬ 
speed intranet, which would enable 
residents to be informed of 
activities easily. 

The data centre, which will be 
65,000 sq m, has already been given 
planning permission to be built on 
the former Mepal airfield site in 
Sutton. 

It is believed that once built, the 
campus would cut the amount of 
energy used from 65MW to 34MW, 
representing a cost reduction of at 
least £14 million per year.

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Voters see black 
on MPs’ expenses 


DETAILS of MPs’ expenses claims 
have finally been published by the 
House of Commons - but many 
of the details which caused a 
public outcry have been omitted. 

Information about many claims that 
provoked public outrage has been 
blacked out of the official paperwork, 
which is now included on the Commons 
website. 

The release of tens of thousands of 
claim forms and receipts on the website 
more than a year after the High Court 
ordered their publication is likely to lead 
to demands for greater openness. 

It is impossible to identify many of the 
abuses which came out as a result of the 
earlier leak of the same material to the 
Daily Telegraph - before crucial details 
were blacked out. 

There are no addresses for MPs’ homes, 
meaning it would have been virtually 
impossible to identify so-called “flipping”, 
whereby MPs switch the designation of 
their second properties to maximise their 
claims. 

Also “redacted” - in other words edited 
out - are the names and details of people 
and companies to whom payments were 
made using expenses. Correspondence 
between MPs and the Commons Fees 
Office has also been removed. 

Among the material which has not 
been released is the notorious schedule of 
expenses submitted by Tory MP Douglas 
Hogg, which included the cost of clearing 
the moat at his Lincolnshire country 
home, and fellow Tory Sir Peter Vigger’s 
disallowed £1,645 claim for a duck house. 

In May, it was revealed South Cam¬ 
bridgeshire MP and shadow health 
secretary Andrew Lansley would refund 
£2,600 claimed for improvements to his 
thatched Tudor cottage in Cambridge¬ 
shire, which was redecorated using 
expensive Farrow & Ball paint before

being sold in 2006. 

After the latest details were officially 
released, Mr Lansley was keen to play 
down the publication, arguing that no 
new embarrassing pieces of information 
would be emerging and insisting there 
had been no wrongdoing on his part. 

He said: “I, along with other members 
of the party, did voluntarily pay money 
back, not as an admission of wrongdoing 
but to recognise that the public felt the 
expenses system was over-generous.” 

He also said he did not see the need for 
personal details to be blacked out, adding: 
“People who want to know where I live 
can look me up in the phone book.” 

Richard Spring, Conservative MP for 
West Suffolk, whose constituency 
includes Newmarket and Haverhill, said 
he was pleased at the publication of 
allowances for the past four years. 

But he said he was unhappy at the 
blanking out of many of the details. 

He said: “I didn’t ask for one personal 
redaction. There is nothing there I would 
have been unwilling to have printed. 
However difficult and painful it has been, 
I feel the Daily Telegraph revelations have 
lanced a boil.” 

lim Paice, Tory representative for South 
East Cambridgeshire, said he felt some of 
the censoring of details had been 
excessive. 

He said: “I am pleased addresses and 
bank details have been kept private but 
there are some things which I do not think 
should have been. 

“I do think they have gone over the top 


with hiding some of the details, and that 
could make the general public susp¬ 
icious.” 

David Cameron announced he is to 
repay almost £1,000 he wrongly claimed 
on Parliamentary expenses after 
reviewing his claims over recent weeks. 

The Tory leader had already announced 
his intention to pay back £680 he claimed 
towards repairs at his second home in 
Oxfordshire. 

But last week he wrote to the Commons 
Fees Office volunteering the repayment of 
£947.29 - including the £680 for repairs - 
after identifying a series of over-claims. 

Scotland Yard officers have now ann¬ 
ounce full criminal investigations into a 
handful of MPs over their expenses. 

Commissioner Sir Paul Stephenson 
declined to speculate on how many MPs 
might face a police probe, which includes 
the prospect of being interviewed under 
caution or even arrested. 

Meanwhile, Cambridge MP David 
Howarth emerged with a metaphorical 
halo in the Daily Telegraph’s special 
supplement on the expenses scandal. 

He was named among 50 who 
“minimised their expenditure” and 
claimed nothing on the additional costs 
allowance (ACA). 

The report said: “Despite living around 
60 miles from Parliament, he insisted on 
commuting to his Cambridge con¬ 
stituency every night. He has not made 
any claims on his second home allowance 
since he was elected in 2005.”

AN INSPIRATIONAL teenager 
has been rewarded for his 
outstanding contribution to 
Cancer Research UK. 

Fourteen-year-old cancer survivor 
Callum Brown, from Haddenham, has 
been named the national charity’s 
Young Supporter of the Year. 

Beating off stiff competition from 
across the country, the determined 
teenager scooped the accolade in the 
charity’s annual Flame of Hope awards. 

In February last year, red-head 
Callum, known to his friends as Ginge, 
suddenly fell ill after returning from a 
school snowboarding trip. 

He had bad in-growing toenails, 
which surgeons operated on, but 
shortly afterwards he woke up and was 
violently sick. 

Initially suspected to be a bug, Call- 
urn’s sickness went on for five days 
before doctors decided to admit him to 
Hinchingbrooke Hospital in Hunt¬ 
ingdon. 

He was diagnosed with severe de¬ 
hydration and Callum’s mum Sally 
insisted doctors perform a CT scan to 
put her mind at rest, which is when 
they found a brain tumour. 

Callum, who had none of the classic 
symptoms such as headaches or 
balance problems, was soon under¬ 
going aggressive chemotherapy treat¬ 
ment. 

But throughout his ordeal, he stayed 
positive and became a well-known 
figure in the region as he helped 
promote the charity’s annual Cam¬ 
bridge Relay for Life. 

Callum took part in the event in 2007, 
before his diagnosis, to support a family 
friend, but then decided to run again in 
2008 - despite everything he had been 
through just months before. 

Joined by 35 family and friends, 
Callum achieved his goal of completing 
the survivors’ lap and along with his 
team members, managed to raise a 
staggering £8,000 for Cancer Research 
UK. 

The brave teen, who is now in re¬ 
mission and back in full time edu¬ 
cation, said: “I was very excited about 
the award ceremony and feel very 



Fraud man’s close custody 
scrape over fines payment 


A FRAUDSTER who owes 
more than £1,000 to Ely 
Magistrates’ Court has 
narrowly escaped being 
taken into police custody.

Sisters in legal 
fight over farm 


A WOMAN has launched a 
legal battle against her own 
sister in a row over their 
historic family farm. 

Farmer’s daughter and Ely 
woman Irene McCorquodale has 
asked the High Court in London, 
in a writ issued by AJ Plummer of 
Roythorne and Co, to order the 
sale of Meerbrook Farm near 
Matlock in Derbyshire, a 17th 
century stone property set in 53 
acres. 

She accuses her sister 
Jacqueline Johnson and brother- 
in-law Edward of failing to pay 
rent on the farm since their 
parents’ death, and of preferring 
her own interests over those as 
trustee of their grandparents’ will 
trust. 

The case centres around the 
farm, which was left in trust to the 
two women by their grandparents 
in 1962.

The grandparents’ will allowed 
their own children, the late John 
and Mary Lawrence who died in 
2004, to use the farm during their 
lives before the grandchildren 
took over. 

The late Mr and Mrs Lawrence 
let the farm to their daughter Jac¬ 
queline in 1979, at a rent of £1,080 
a year, which has since risen to 
£1,400 a year, according to a High 
Court writ. 

Mrs McCorquodale, of Buck¬ 
ingham Drive, Ely, says that the 
rent is too low, and that her sister 
has breached her duties by not 
taking steps to increase the rent, 
which cannot now be increased 
until March 2011. 

Mr and Mrs Johnson have failed 
to pay any rent on the farm since 
Mr Lawrence died on November 8 


2004, and have farmed the land, as 
well as North Hag Wood, which is 
also jointly owned by the two 
sisters, the writ says. 

The couple have also received 
EU payments under the single 
farm payment scheme which they 
have not shared with Mrs 
McCorquodale as they should 
have done, it is alleged. 

Mrs McCorquodale says she 
and her sister are unable to co¬ 
operate over their joint ownership 
of the farm and wood, and now 
she is seeking a court order 
forcing the sale of the family farm. 

She is also seeking an inquiry 
and an account into the rent 
properly payable and EU benefits, 
and damages from her sister. 

Mrs McCorquodale is asking for 
the wood to be sold with vacant 
possession, and for Meerbrook 
Farm to be sold subject to the 
farm tenancy, and the proceeds 
shared between the two women.

Work order 
for attacker 


A MAN who terrified teenagers 
after going berserk at a youth 
hostel in Ely has been punished. 

Jamie Webb has been placed on a 12- 
month community order, with strict 
supervision, after launching the attack on 
May 17. 

He has also been ordered to complete 
250 hours of unpaid work in the local 
community. 

The 24-year-old repeatedly punched 
and head- butted the front door of Ely 
Young People’s Project hostel at around 
midnight. 

He had threatened to kill one of the 
residents after an argument, Ely 
magistrates heard. 

Laura Mardell, prosecuting, said: “At 
around 9.30pm, Harry Baker was at the 
skatepark in St John’s Road, Ely, when he 
saw Mr Webb cycle past. 

“Mr Webb went towards Mr Baker in an 
intimidating manner and was trying to get 
him to start fighting. 

“But Mr Baker did not respond to any of 
it.” 

Webb, of the city’s West End Close, then 
tried to head-butt Mr Baker but he was 
able to duck away. 

Mrs Mardell added: “Mr Webb also 
threw a couple of punches at the victim. 

“Mr Baker was in shock and tried to 
walk away but Mr Webb just kept coming 
back at him looking for a fight.” 

Webb then told Mr Baker, “I am going to

kill you eventually,” before finally leaving 
the skatepark. 

But three hours later, Mr Baker heard 
Webb shouting his name outside the 
hostel, where he lives. 

The court heard that Webb shouted 
“Harry Baker, get outside now” before 
punching the front door with his hands 
and head-butting the glass. 

The bench heard how a member of staff 
at the hostel was forced to gather residents 
together and take them into an office for 
safety. 

Mrs Mardell said: “The member of staff 
and residents were shaken and in fear. 
They were scared for their safety.” 

Having already pleaded guilty to assault 
by beating and using behaviour to cause 
fear of unlawful violence, Webb was sent¬ 
enced last week. 

But Adam Haselhurst, mitigating, said: 
“There was an element of provocation 
here. Mr Baker referred to my client in a 
derogatory way which made him act like 
this.” 

Webb must also complete a 20-day 
education and employment programme 
and pay £60 court costs. 

Presiding magistrate Hamish Ross said: 
“This was unacceptable and vicious. 

“You went back for more and you need 
to control this temper of yours.”

Smelling of roses 
is best and worst 


R oses are Britain's 
favourite plant, 
according to a new 
poll - but they are also on 
our most hated list. 

Some 7,500 people voted 
online to establish the nation’s 
gardening loves and hates in the 
inaugural Gardeners’World 
Awards 2009. Roses topped the 
poll as the most loved plant, but 
also the most hated. 

While some loved the variety 
of appealing scents and styles, a 
long flowering season and an 
iconic image of romance, others 
damned them for “all those 
prickles and overblown 
blossoms”. 

Roses can also be plagued by 
aphids and blackspot, and can 
demand high maintenance. 

So how can we turn our most 
hated plant into one that we will 
all love and cherish? 

Adam Pasco, editor of BBC 
Gardeners’ World magazine, 
insists that choosing roses is a 
very personal thing, and that 
someone else’s taste may not be 
yours. 

“Don’t tar all roses with the 
same brush. Just because some 
roses don’t appeal doesn’t mean 
there aren’t others out there 
you’ll love,” he says. 

“There are roses to suit every 
style and taste. Look further than 
those in local garden centres to 
discover the rich and diverse 
range available from specialist 
rose nurseries. 

“You’ll find them all on the 
internet, with colours to suit any 
scheme. Don’t grow them in 
isolation, but mix roses with

other flowers to create 
enchanting combinations.” 

Names play a big part in rose 
appeal, he believes. 

“Dozens of new varieties join 
old favourites each year, but 
those we love tend to have 
names that are personal and 
meaningful. 

“Their name is often as 
important as colour, shape and 
form, so search around for roses 
with names that really mean 
something to you.” 

If you want roses with real 
flower power, choose repeat¬ 
flowering varieties that bloom 
again and again, right through to 
the autumn. 

“For many people, a rose 
without scent simply isn’t worth 
growing,” Pasco advises. “While 
cut blooms in supermarkets 
often smell of nothing, those 
being bred for our gardens offer 
stunning fragrance to die for. 

“In fact, good fragrance comes 
at the top of the list with most 
rose breeders, as they know 
that’s what people are now 
looking for.” 

Roses used to have a 
reputation for being high- 
maintenance and demanding a 


time-consuming regular care 
regime, but now there are many 
new types on the market which 
simply don’t need as much 
looking after. 

Sweet peas and fuchsias came 
second and third in the nation’s 
favourite garden plant category, 
while ivy and hostas were the 
second and third most 
unpopular. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH Heuchera 

This evergreen ground cover 
plant has been used in 
abundance in all the gardening 
shows this year, its upright stems 
bearing small flowers which 
attract bees. 

I love the darker-leafed 
varieties such as H Chocolate 
Ruffles, with its brown, ruffled 
leaves and H micrantha Palace 
Purple, a clump-forming 
perennial with dark, purple-red 
foliage topped with airy sprays of 
white flowers in summer. If you 
want vivid green leaves, go for H 
Green ivory, which forms bright 
green, lobed and rounded foliage 
that can make an effective edging 
plant. It produces small green 
flowers on upright stems in early 
summer and will tolerate full 
shade where the ground is 
constantly damp. 

Heucheras are best planted in 
groups. Many are very tough and 
will tolerate - and even thrive in - 
a semi-shaded position, and are 
not pH sensitive. 

GOOD ENOUGH TO EAT 
Kohl Rabi 

The unusual bulbs, or swollen 
stems, of this vegetable are best 
picked and eaten raw grated in 
salads when they are a bit bigger 
than a golf ball. Sown in April, 
May and June, they can be 
harvested in eight to f 2 weeks. 

At this time of year you can 
sow the seeds directly into the 
soil thinly in drills with rows 
around J2 inches (30cm) apart. 
Thin the seedlings until plants 
are 4-6in (JO-J5cm) apart. Water 
and weed carefully to avoid 
damage to the thin stem, and 
make sure you don’t let the 
ground dry out or the kohl rabi 
will become tough and woody. 

Harvest by lifting the roots and 
removing the stem underneath 
the swollen bulb. 

Peel older bulbs before grating 
into salads, stir fries or boiling. 
Roots can be stored for a short 
time in boxes of sand or peat, 
once the outer leaves have been 
removed. Good varieties include 
’Kolibri FJ’, with its deep purple 
bulbs and white flesh, or ’Lanro’, 
a green type ideal for soups, 
coleslaw and salad. 

THREE WAYS TO ... 

Keep birds off fruit 

J. Net the plants of emerging 
fruits, but make sure you check it 
twice a day to ensure birds have 
not become trapped. 

2. Thread some old CDs 
through a washing line secured 
above crops such as strawberries 
- the movement and reflection 
should deter the birds. 

3. Install a fruit cage around 
trees to protect your harvest.

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Inside Yauxhall’s new Astra 


THE first interior pictures have been 
released of the new Vauxhall Astra, 
which will debut at this September’s 
Frankfurt Motor Show and will reach 
UK dealers later this year. 

Echoing the flowing forms of its 
bodywork, the new Astra’s interior marks a 
major shift towards premium design and 
quality in the UK’s compact sector, and 
continues Vauxhall’s design evolution 
which underwent a step-change last year 
with the launch of the Insignia. 

The Astra’s interior employs the 
recurring wing and blade motifs that were 
first introduced in the Insignia. The blade 
theme is expressed in details like the 
gooseneck shape of the door grab handles 
and the trim for the gearshift moulding 
and steering wheel. 

As you look at the Astra’s wraparound 
instrument panel, which embraces both 
front seat occupants, the wing design is 
immediately visible as it arcs across the 
cabin into the door-top mouldings. The 
dashboard has a black, grained finish with 
a subtly different texture to other 
mouldings in the cabin. 

Ambient lighting enhances the quality 
feel of the cabin, with lighting points 
framing the gearbox surround, and 
providing illumination from above the 
centre console and within the door handle 
recesses, depending on trim level. 

The feeling of cabin space and depth is 
augmented by a centre panel mounted at a 
shallow 30-degree angle, which sweeps 
down from the top of the instrument panel 
to the centre console, creating a flowing 
surface that incorporates the gearshift. 
Like the Insignia, the Astra’s main clocks 
and gauges are ringed with chrome, with 
the speedometer and tachometer pods 
angled towards the driver. 

Special emphasis has gone into the 
design and engineering of the Astra’s seats, 
which now have industry-leading levels of 
adjustment. Their height can be raised by 
up to 65mm, while their fore and aft range 
extends to 280mm. In addition, the 
ergonomic sports seats (standard in all 
Elite models) have improved tilt adjust¬ 
ment, four-way power lumbar support and 
superior side support. 

Prices and full specs will be available 
later in the summer.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider when 
writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or 
printer, ask a friend or use your local library. Use a 
good quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders 
and front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades 
for each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If 
you have a driving licence, let the employer know. If 
it's clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you in 
the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and 
it may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

So I told the 
coach that and told him I’d be 
very nervous. But I can qualify 
to play for Australia and he told 
me being keen to win is a key 
element of the team. 

“I represented Great Britain at 
the World Games four years 
ago when it was held in 
Germany, and it was dismal as 
we came last. 

“It was very difficult as we had 
a Belgian coach who focused 
more on the experienced 
players who were, perhaps, in 
the twilight of their careers, 
rather than developing the 
younger players. 

“So I didn’t play very 
much, but it was still a great 
experience and has made me 
really determined to play more 
this year.” 

Australia take on world 
champions Holland in their 
opening pool match and 
then tackle Germany and the 
Czech Republic, with a top-two 
finish required to reach the 
semi-finals. 


Matthews describes korfball as 
a cross between basketball and 
netball and is a big fan of the 
Aussies’ hunger for success in 
the sport, which is played by 
teams of four men and four 
women. 

And, after her disappointing 
tournament with her home 
nation four years ago, she is 
hoping for bigger and better 
things this time around.

“The Australians have an 
amazing attitude to sport - 
losing is not an option, and I 
really like that competitiveness. 

“We're really hoping to come 
second in the pool.

Last-chance Ellis powers into world final 


ELY’S James Ellis has qualified for the 2L Banger 
World Final. 

He secured his place with a stunning drive in the 
Michael Bailey Memorial Final for Unlimited 
Bangers - the last qualifier for the world event - 
at the Norfolk Arena, King’s Lynn, over the 
weekend.

Ellis started the 2L Banger Final well and was moving 
through the grid, but his chance of a place finished 
when he was spun out by Roy Gedge (Wisbech). 

Both Ellis and Dyer returned in the All Comers, 
which was stopped on the first lap after a big 
rollover from Ben Mynott (Cambridge). 

On the restart, Dyer did not put a wheel wrong and 
he scythed his way through the grid to take out 
second local chequered flag of the night. 

There was also action on the night from the 1300 



Stock Cars where Danny McClusky (Littleport) was 
in fantastic form as he took his first race win, which 
also doubled up as the meeting final. McClusky is a 
new driver to the formula this season and has been 
threatening to win a race all year. 

He once again gave a good performance in his heat 
en route to a third-place finish before showing the 
rest of the grid a clean set of wheels as he moved 
into a different gear to his rivals to win the feature 
race by nearly half a lap. 

Stock Car racing returns to the Norfolk Arena this 
weekend with the BriSCA FI Stock Cars and 2L 
Stock Cars in action on Saturday (6.30pm) with the 
2L Stock Car entry including both Ivan Street 
(Chatteris) and Carl Waterfield (Littleport).
